Historical Note 


*‘Once a Scout, always a Scout,’’ said Lord Kitchener at an 8 a.m. Scout meeting 
in Hyde Park on Saturday, July Ist 1911. Two famous representatives of Japan 
(Admiral Togo and General Nogi) had come to an English to conduct certain 
specific enquiries, one of which was the question whether the Scout Movement 
could be recommended to the Japanese Government as a sound scheme of training 


for boys on definitely civilian, not military, lines. 


Lord Kitchener arranged for the North London Troop of which he was President, 
to meet the representatives of Japan in Hyde park and an invitation to be present 
was extended totwoor three other North London Troops, about 150 Scouts 
attending. ‘They were addressed by the Chief Scout, Admiral Togo (in English) 
and (in Japanese-excellently interpreted) General Nogi who also visited Scouts 


in Croydon and elsewhere. 


Lord Kitchener impressed upon the Scouts the seriousness of the Promise they 
had originally taken when they joined the movement. He urged them to look 


upon it as a life-long obligation — ‘‘Once a Scout, always a Scout.” 


[He who is not trying his best to be ‘“‘Always a Scout”? was never 


‘once a Scout”’ but it is never too late to mend.]

The )egend of the Brown Sea Island 


» on the English coast initiated by Baden 


Powell which started the new revolution 
in youth welfare known all over the 
world as the Boy Scout movement was 
born in the year 1907. 


Baden Powell who was the hero of 
the seige of mafeking in Africa was able 
to win the battle the boys helped too. 
Corps of Boys had to be organised. 
He conceived the grand idea that 
young boys if given practical training 
with initiative and team work would 
turn-out better leaders of the nation in 
all walks of life. With this in view he 
resigned the soldier’s profession in 
order to devote his whole time for the 
furtherance of the Boy Scouts Move- 
ment. 


B P. was essentially a man of action. 
He hada great vision of shaping the 
future citizens based on his experience 
as a soldier for three decades He 
wanted to first put his ideas into practi- 
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al shape by actual experiment. He 
chose a small island off the shores of 
Britain, the Brownsea Island. He pre- 
pared the first text-book for Scout 
training and guidance known as 
‘Scouting for Boys”. The main aim 
being to train boys to be healthy, 
happy and helpful citizens of the world. 


B. P. was looking out for a place 
where he could carry on further experi- 
ments in citizenship training. A Scouter 
from Scotland by Du _ Bois 
Maclaren offered a camping ground 
consisting of about 50 acres near London. 
B. P. accepted the offer and thus started 
the Gilwell Park International Scout 
training centre, in the year 1919. Later 
on some more areas were added. G.]well 
has become the Mecca of Scouts and 
Scouters of the world. It not only 
provides a camping ground for Scouts

it is alsoa training camp for scouters 
in the several Wood Badge courses. It 
is also a Scout “research laboratory.” 
wherein new experiments in the scout 


way of life and training technique are 
first tried and then put before the world 
of scouting. Wood Badge holders who 
are spread all over the world have their 
Gilwell Reunion once a year during the 
first Saturday and Sunday of September. 


The Gilwel! scarf and Woggle identi- 
fies the Gilwellians. ‘B.P.’ was closely 
associated with the pregress of the 
Wood Badge training and the develop~ 
ment of the Gilweil Park. Through 
Gilwell and the training technique 
with which it is associated B. P. was 
able to spread his ideas of youth welfare. 
Gilwell is welknown as an International 


training centre. Hundreds of Scouters 
all over the world value the training 
they are fortunate enough to go through 
at Gilwell. Col. J. S. Wilson and Mr. 
John Thurman, Camp Chiefs who 
between them shaped Gilwell for nearly 
half-a-century, were mainly responsible 
for building the tradition of Gilwell 


The movement spread to countries 
other than the lard of its birth without 
much effort because of its intrensic 
worth. Scouting is now established in 
over one hundred countries around the 
world,

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OUR CHALET. 


40th Birth day Celebrations in 1972 


Our Chalet, the first of the four World 
Centres, will be over 40 years old on 3!st 
July 1972. 


How did our Chalet come to be built? 
The story is best told by Falk (Ida von 
Herrenschwand)the first Guider-in-Charge: 


The beginning of this story dates back 
to 1929 when the World Committee met 
in Holland. There a desire was expressed 
to have a world meeting centre. At once 
Mrs. Storrow, the Chairman of the World 
Committee, said: ‘i would like to give 
that house’, and this was the beginning. 


{ was so enthusiastic about the project 
that I promised then and there to help to 
— fnd a number of sites or chalets from 
which a‘ definite choice could be made. 
Mrs. Storrow’s kind smile, her charm and 
enthusiastic welcome were most encoura- 
ging and I felt straight away how privi- 
leged I was to have chosen to work for 
her and with her- 


A number of available sites were visited 
but none was suitable for our purpose, 
but when I got to the spot where the 
Chalet now stands, I was struck with its 
beauty. A glowing evening sun shed its 
light on the mountain-tops, some cow- 
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bells rang in the distance, and I could 
not help feeling that there one could find’ 
‘‘peace for the soul’? combined with all the 
other advantages. 


We cabled to Mrs.. Storrow: ‘‘We have 
found the place, shall we get it??? Again 
we found deep understanding, for a few 
hours later we had the answer: ‘‘Hurrah! 


Go ahead’’. 


It was not easy to get the peasants to 
sell their ground, to plan a road, securea 
sufficient water supply and to bring out 
plans jor the house but, thanks to the 
invaluable assistance we received, the 
Chalet has proved to be exactly what we 
needed. 


A tea-party with the World Committee 
inaugurated ‘‘our ground”. Looking 
down the hill I thought that in my excite- 
ment [ was having visions of the future 
because I saw two English Guides walking 
toward us. To my relief the others saw 
them too and when they came nearer we 
invited them to our first international tea- 
party. They were on holiday and had 
heard about the Chalet and wanted to see 
where it was going to be built. 


By September 1931 I could hardly believe 
my eyes. A solid concrete block stood 
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ready for the wooden part to be built on 
top and the timber was cut and ready to 
be brought up like a portable house to te 
fitted in piece by piece. On 21st December 
the roof was set. The custom in Swizer- 
land isjto give a fete to the workmen on 
this occasion and the carpenters decorate 
the top with a small fir tree trimmed with 
coloured ribbons. 


What should the new home be called? 
We decided that every single Guide would 
have the impression that it was her home 
and would cali it: ‘“‘Our’’, ,‘Unser’’, 
‘Notre’? Chalet according to her language. 


At last Mrs. Storrow came over from 
USA to see the Chalet. It was like living 
in a trance to go over the house, inspect 
the rooms and cupboards and show her all 
the gifts which had been sent - there were 
no end of things to admire. It was then 
decided that the official opening should 
take place on 31st July 1932. 


Invitations to the opening ceremony 
were sent out all over the world and of 
cours Mrs. Storrow, the World Chief Guide 
and Chief Scout, as well as the World 
Committee were our guests. Swiss Guides 
camped in the valley behind the Chalet 
and all the village come. We worrieda 
lot about what would happen if it rained 
until I deciden that we should forget it 
and ihat the weathdr on the day was going 
to be beautiful ! 


On the morning of the opening day we 
woke up at dawn to find a cloudless sky— 
I knew God had created a new day—for 
the sake of our house. H>w happy and 
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thankful we were. After the opening 
speeches, the World Chief Guide thanked 
Mrs. Storrow for her marvellous gift which 
would be a tremendous encouragement in 
fostering
